LEONARD WwoonD, 
M Chief of Staff, U. 8. A., arrived 
in Los Angeles yésterday after- 
noon and forthwith began te  dis- 
charge a series of epigrammatic vol- 
leys, every one of which left little 
more to be said for the particular 
target at which it was aimed. There 
is no subtiety or half-heartedness in 
Gen, Wood's support of those things 
in which Los Angeles and all of 
Southern California are so vitally tn- 
terested——a perfectly fortified har- 
bor here and the establishment of a 
mobile army post. He is for them: 
for them absolutely as soon as may 
be under conditions favorable to mili- 
tary strategy, but for them. Early 
in his visit he gave the impression 
that advocates of these measures 
have a friend at court. 

“I favor the strongest possible coast 
defenses,”” he saidg “and that applies 
to all vulnerable points. Certainly 
los Angeles harbor should be fortified 
but you folks out here must get be- 
hind and shove. The money must 
come from Congress, and it is your 
duty to see that Congress appreciates 
the need. The department is with 
you, but yeu must help. 

“Personally I believe, and ‘always 
have believed, in having a force of 


‘troops south of the Tehachep! ready 


for any emergency, where they could 
get into action without such delay as 
an invading enemy might be able to 
interpose were it necessary to bring 
soldiers from the north.

COMMAND BEST PRICES. 

Horticultural Report Places Los 

Angeles County and Lemon 

Groves Ahead of in State. 

Orange and lemon groves in Los 
Angeles county command better 
prices than g¢imilar property in any 
other part of the State, according to 
the report of County Horticultural 
‘Commissioner Wood, submitted yes- 
terday to State Commissioner Cook. 
This puts the famous Riverside sec- 
tlom temporarily in the background. 

Wood's office is now employing 
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gators, ten sprayers and three gangs 
operating fumigating tents owned by 
the county. Twenty outfits belonging 
to fruit exchanges are also actively in 
the field. The State quarantine regu- 
lation protects Los Angeles county 
admirably from interstate importa- 
tions. Wood says, but caution. has to 
be exercised in examination of fruit 
from San Francisco, notably Hawali- 
an pineapples, which are often infest- 
ed with mealy bugs. ‘ 

Wood declares that great changes 
in the agricultural outiook will follow. 
the coming of the aqueduct water and 
by additional importation of horticul- 
tural products through the harbor de- 
velopment. Wither-tip, gum disease. 
chiorosis, scale, mealy bugs and red 
spiders, he asserts, are well under 
control, and there will be no short 
crops for the vear, excepting a slight 
falling off in the olive output.

I should 
think it naturally would be directed 
to the president of this chapter.

American National Red Cross is not 
recruiting nurses for service with the 
Turks or the Balkan allies.”
